Rules  and  Regulations. 


1.  No    assistance    will    be    allowed  to   Ploughmen,  except  in  setting 

stakes  and  measuring  land  ;  in  Boys'  Class  assistance  will  be 
allowed  with  one  follower. 

2.  The    uniform    depth  to    be    not  less  than  six  inches,  except  for 

shaping  the  land,  and  no  hand  work  will  be  allowed  unless 
in  the  scratch  and  two  first  heavy  rounds,  and  last  green 
furrow  and  mould  furrow. 

3.  Each    Ploughman    to    plough    at  the  rate  of  one  acre  in  sixteen 

hours,  and  no  wheel  or  gauge  will  be  allowed  in  Long  Plough 
Class. 

4.  All    Ploughmen    to    be    on    the  ground  by  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and 

to  be  ready  to  start  at  9.30  a.  m. 

5.  Any  person  interfering  with  the  judges  in  the  discharge  of  their 

duties  will  forfeit  their  prize,  if  entitled  to  any. 

6.  All  Ploughmen  will  be  charged  $1.00  to  compete  at  match.
